W a s h i n g t o n , D. C, O ct. 9—The Indlbn 
problem promises to be one of the rn cst 
unfortunate questions to be considered at 
the next Cragress. 
Congress some time 
since called upon tho Treasury Department 
tor information asta the amount of money 
that had been expended for the Indian 
service since the beginning of the Gov­ 
ernment. The work was perfected by tho 
Treasury officials, but Congress failed lo 
make tho necessary appropriations to pre­ 
pare the manuscript for the printer.

W hereas it is the 
Very point of the story, not that he, as by 
mere force, can drive so many men, but 
that so many arc seen retiring before the 
moral power of one—a mysterious biin^ 
in whose face and form the indignant flush 
of innocence reveals a tremendous feeling, 
they can no wise comprehend, much lees 
Are able to resist. 
Accustomed to no such demonstrations of 
vigor and decision in the innocent human 
characters, aud having it es our way to set 
them down, without farther consideration, 
AS 
“Incapable and shallow in ac cents,’’— 
we turn the indignant fire of Jesus into a 
lire of m alignity ; whereas it should rather 
be conceived that Jesus here reveals his 
divinity, by what so powerfully distinguish­ 
es God himself, when ho dottles his good­ 
ness in the tempests and thunders of nature 
Decisive, great, and strong, Christ is yet all 
this, even the more sublimely, that he Is 
invested, withal, in the lovely, but human 
ly feeble garb of mac Hence. And that this 
is the true conception, is clear, In the tact 
that no one ever thinks pf him as weak, 
and no one fails to be somehow impressed 
with a sense of innocence by his life 
when bls enemies are called to show what 
evil or harm he hath done, they c m spec­ 
ify nothing, save that he has offended their 
bigotry. 
Eveo P'i&te, when he gives him 
up, confesses that he finds nothing in him 
to blame, and, shuddering with apprehen­ 
sions he can not subdue, washes ms hands 
to be clear of the innocent blood ! 
Thu 
he dies, a being holy, harmless, undefiled. 
And when he hangs, a bruised flower 
drooping on his crocs, and the sun above is 
dark, und the earth beneath shudders with 
paiD, what have we in this funeral grief of 
the worlds, but a fit honor paid to the sad 
majesty of his divine innocence. 
W e pacs now to his religious charac* 
ter, 
which 
we 
shall 
diccover, 
has 
the 
rem arkable 
distinction 
that 
it proceeds from a point ex id ly 
op­ 
posite to that which is the root, or radical 
element in the religious character of men. 
Human piety begins with repentance. 
It 
is the chort of a being implicated Ic wrong 
and writhing under tne slings of guilt, to 
come unto God. 
The most righteous, or 
even selt-righteous, men blend expressions 
of sorrows and vows of new obedience 
with their exercises. 
Hut Christ, in the 
character given him, never acknowledges 
sin. It is the grand peculiarity of his piety, 
that he* never regrets anything that he bas 
done or been; expresses nowUere a single 
feeling of compunction, or the least sense 
of unworthiness. 
On the contrary, he 
boldly challenges his accusers, in the ques­ 
tion—Which of you convinced mc of sin ? 
and even declares, that at the close ol his 
life, in a solemn appeal to God, that he has 
given to men, unsullied, the glory thai 
w a9 deposited.in him. 
Now the question is not whether Christ 
was, in fact, the faultless being assumed 
in his religious character. 
All we have to 
notice here is that he makes the Burnup 
tion, makes It not only in words, but in 
the very tenor of his exercises themselves, 
and that in this fact his piety is radically 
distinguished from al1 human piety. 
Aud 
no mere human en alure, it is certain, could 
hold such a religious attitude, without 
shortly displaying faul’s that would cover 
him with derision, or exercises and dcliu

once lived in the llesb ! lf not, what is the 
supposition required of those who deny 
everything above the range of hum an en­ 
velopment. Then we have a man talkng up 
religion without repentance, a religion not 
human, but ccic?u*i, a style of piety never 
taught him in this childhood, and never 
conceived or attempted among m en—more 
than this, a style of piety, withal, wholly 
unsuited to his real character as a sinner, 
holding it ps a figment of insufferable pre­ 
sumption to the end of life, and that in a 
way of such unfaltering grace and beauty, 
as to command the universal homage of 
the human race! Could there be a wider 
deviation from all we know of mere hu­ 
man development? 
He was able perfectly to unite elements 
of character, that others find the greatest 
difficulty in uniting, however unevenly and 
partially, lie is never said to have laughed 
and yet he never products the impression 
of austerity, moroseness, sadness, or even 
of being un nappy.

We could not long endure a hu­ 
man being whose face was never moved by 
laughter, or relaxed by a gladdening smile. 
What sympathy could we have with one 
who appears, in this manner, to have no 
human heart ? 
We could not even trust 
him. 
And yet we have sympathy with 
Christ; for there 19 somewhere in him an 
ocean of deep j »y, and we see that he is, in 
tact only InirdtueJ with his sympathy tor 
us to such a degree, that his m ighty life is 
>vercast aud o p p o s ed by the charge he 
nas undertaken. 
His lot is the lot of pri­ 
vation, be bas no powerful friends, he has 
uotcven where to lay his head. No human 
being could appear in such a guise, without 
occupying us much with the sense of his 
affliction. 
Wo should be descending to 
nim, H9 it were, in pity. 
Hut we never 
pity Christ, never think of him as strug­ 
gling with the disadvantages of a lower 
level, to rise above it. In fact, he does not 
allow us, alter all, to H u lk much of his 
privations. 
We think of him more rs a 
being ot mighty resources, proving himself 
inly the more sublim ely, that he Is in the 
guise of destitution. 
He is the most un­ 
worldly of beings, haying no desire at all 
for what the earth can give, impossible to 
be caught with any longing for i*« benefits, 
impassible even to its charms, and yet there 
is no ascetic sourness or repugnance, no 
misanthropic distaste In his m anner ; as if 
he were bracing himself against tho world 
to Keep it off. 
The more closely he is 
drawn to other worlds, the more fresh and 
susceptible is he to the hum anities of this. 
The little child is an linage of gladness, 
which his heart leaps forth to embrace. 
The wedding and the least and the funeral 
have all their chord ol sympathy In his 
bosom. At the wedding he is clothed in 
congratulations, at the feast in doctrine, at 
the funeral in tears ; but no miser was ever 
drawn to his money, with a stronger desire 
than he to worlds aboye the world. 
Men 
undertake to be spiritual aud they become 
ascetic; or, endeavoring to hold a liberal 
view of the com fort and pleasures of st ni- 
ety, they are soon buried in the world, and 
slaves to its fashions; or, holding a scrupu 
iou9 watch to keep out every particular 
sin, they become legal, and fall out ol lib­ 
erty; or. charmed with the noble and 
heavenly liberty, they tun to negligence 
and irre s is tib le living ; so the earnest 
b .-conic violent, the fervent fanatical and 
censorious, the gentle waver, the firm turn 
bigots, the liberal grow lax, the benevolent 
ostentatious. 
Door human Infirmity eau 
hold nothing steady. 
W here the pivot of 
righteousness is broken, the scales must 
needs slide off their balance. 
Indeed, it is 
one of the most difficult things which a 
cultivated Christian can attem pt, only to 
sketch a theoretic view of character, in its 
true justness and proportion, so that a little 
more study, or a little more self-experience 
will cot require him to modify it. 
And 
yet the character of Christ Is never m odi­ 
fied, even by a shade of rectification. It Is 
one and the same throughout. 
He makes 
no improvements, prunes no extravagance, 
returns from no eccentricities. 
The bal­ 
ance of his character is never disturbed or 
readjusted, and the astounding assumption 
on which it i9 based 19 never shaken, even 
by a suspicion that he falters in it.

S se him also in the 
supper, instituting a rite of rem embrance 
for himself, a scorned, outcast man, and 
taying—“ this is my body”—“ this do in 
remembrance of me.”

Jesus, because there is an argum ent here 
for his superhum anity, which can not be 
resisted. 
For eighteen h u n d r I 
years, 
these prodigious assumptions have been 
published and preached lo a world that is 
quick to lay hold of conceit, aud bring 
down the lofty air of pretenders, and yet. 
during all this time, whole nations of peo­ 
ple, composing cs well the 
learned and 
powerful rs the ignorant and hum ble, have 
paid their hom age to the nam e of Jesus, 
detecting never any disagreement between 
bis m errs and his pretentions, offended 
never by any thought of his extravagance. 
In which we have absolute proot that he 
practically maintains his amazing assump- 
I18DS! 
Indeed it will even be found that 
in the common apprehension of the race, 
he m aintains the m erit of a most peculiar 
modesty, producing no conviction more 
distinctly, than of his intense lowliness aud 
humility. 
His worth is seen to be so great. 
his authority so high, his spirit so celestial, 
that lcstead of being offended by his pre­ 
tensions, we take the imprersicn, of one 
rn whom it is eyen a condescension to 
breathe our air. 
I say not that his friends 
and followers take this impression, it is re ­ 
ceived as naturally and irresistibly by un­ 
believers. I do net recollect any skeptic, 
or infidel who hps even thought to ascuse 
him as a conceited pcreou, or to assault 
him in this, the weakest and absurdest, ii 
not the strongest and holiest, point of his 
character. 
Come now, all ye that tell us in your 
wisdom of tho mere ta t ural hum anity of 
Jesus, and help us to find how it Is, that 
he is only a natural dcveiopcuicnt of the 
human; select your best and wisest charac 
ter; take the range, lf you will, of all the 
great philosophers and saints, and choose 
out one that is most com petent; or it, p er­ 
chance, some one of you may imagine that 
he is himself about upon a level with Jesus, 
(as we hear that some of you do,) let him 
come forward in this trial and say—“bil­ 
low me”—“be worthy of mo”—“I am the* 
light of the world”—“ye are from beneath. 
I am from above”—“behold a 
greater 
than Solomon is here;” take on ail these 
transcendent assumptions, and sec how 
soon your glory will be silted out ol you 
by the dtctive gaze, and darkened by the 
contempt of m aukiod !

ly sustained. 
I speak of the astonishing 
pretensions asserted concerning his person. 
Similar pretensions have sometimes been 
assumed by maniacs, or insane persons, 
but never, so far as I know, by persons in 
the proper excercise of their reason. Cer­ 
tain it is that no mere man could take the 
same attitude of supremacy toward the 
race, and inherent affinity or oneness with 
God, without fatally shocking the confi­ 
dence of the world by his 
effrontery. 
Imagine a human creature saying to the 
world—“I came forth from the F ath er”— 
“ye are from beneath, I am above; facing 
all the Intelligent and even the philosophy 
of the world, and saying, in bold assurance 
“ beheld, a greater 
than 
Solomon is 
here”—“I am the light of the w orld”— 
the way, the truth, and tne life;” publish­ 
ing to all peoples and -religions—“No man 
cometh to the Father, but by m e;” prom ­ 
ising openly in his death—“I will draw all 
men unto me,” 
addressing the infinite 
Majesty, and testifying—“I have glorified 
the on earth;” callmg to the hum an race— 
Come unto me, “follow m e;” laying his 
hand upon all the dearest and most intim ­ 
ate affections of life, aud demanding a pre* 
cedent love—“he that loveth father or 
mother more than me, is not w orthy of 
me.” 
Was there ever displayed an exam ­ 
ple of effrontery and spiiiiual conceit so 
preposterous ? Wa9 there ever a man thai 
dared put himself on the world in such 
pretentions ?—a® if all light was in him , as 
it to follow him and be worthy of him was 
to be the conclusive or chief excellence of 
m ankind! W hat but mockery and disgust 
does be challenge as the certain reward of 
his audacity ! 
Hut no one is offended with 
Jesus on this account, and what is a sure 
test of his success, it is rem arkable that, of 
all the readers of the gospel, It probably 
never even occurs to one in a hundred 
thousand, to blame bis 
conceit, or the 
egregious vanity of his pretensions. 


Nor Is there any thing disputable In 
these pretensions, least of all, any trace ol 
m yth or fabulous tradition.

m ake our abode with him.” 
Imagine any, the greatest and holiest of 
mankind, any prophet,or apostle, saying 
ire, of himself aud the Great Jehovah ! 
W hat a conception did he give us concern­ 
ing himself, when he* assumed the necessity 
, of such information as this—“my Father 


b i l I is greater than I;” and above all, when he 
111:5 culls himself as he often does, in a tone of 
condescension—“the Soil of Man.”

man weeping over London or New York,

Grant’s Early Exoerienco ;,i War. 
Au exchange publishes tbc following 
leU iT dated Ii Ueigh, North Carolina, April 
24,1805: Sitting around a blazing cmip 
fire a tew evenings since, several Iliimrs 
officers 
related their experiences with 
Gene;a1 Grant in civil hie. 
Here is, as 
nearly es I can recoil; ct it, what General 
John E. Smith said upon ’he subject: “I 
don't believe any man in lllino’s, knew 
Grant any bettor than I did, and I think I 
had quite es much to do as aoy other man 
in bringing him into the war. 
I lived in 
Galena at that time. Grant’s place of bus- 
iners was near mine. lie kept a hardware 
and saddlery store. I used to drop in to 
see him very oiten on my way home, and 
he and I would generally smoke our pipes 
together in his office adjoining his store 
lie was a very poor business man, and 
never liked to wait on customers. It a 
customer called in the 
at 'coco of the 
clerk?, he would tell him to wait a tew 
minutes till one of the clerks returned; aul 
ii he couldn’t wait, the General would go 
behind the counter very reluctantly and 
drag down whatever w.-s wanted; but he 
hardly eyer knew the price of It, and in 
nine esses out of ten he charge J either too 
much or too little. 
He would rather ta lk 
about the Mexican war, than wait upon 
the best customer rn the* World. 
When the 
war broke out, I told him one day that I 
was going down to Springfield to see* Gov­ 
ernor Yuks, who had scut for me. Grant 
merely remarked in a quiet way: ‘You 
can say to the Governor that if I cid be oi 
any use to him in the .formation ol thise 
regiments, I will be glad to do what I can.' 
I went to Springfield aud made arrange­ 
ments for General Grant to be sent for. ne 
came right down and went to work to or­ 
ganize ten regiments called out as a sort el 
home guard, 
tor 
thirty 
days 
at 
first, but afterwards enlisted for threeyears. 
When be bad done this and was ready lo 
go home. Governor Yates ofltred bim the 
Colonelcy of the Tmenty-first Kegiment, 
cue of the ten. He accepted it, and im­ 
mediately went to camp, i went with him, 
and I shall never forget the scene that 
occured when irs men first saw him. It 
was dress I very laugh*!; e. Grant was 
dressed very clumsily, in a suit ot citizen’s 
clothes—an old coat worn out at the elbow, 
and a badly-dinged plug hat. His men, 
though ragged and barel.xrt themselves, 
had formed a high 
estimate ot what a 
Colonel ought to be; 
and 
when Grant 
walked la 
among 
them 
they 
began 
makiog tun ol 
him. 
They 
cried in 
derision: 
‘Look 
at our 
O looel !’ 
‘What a Colonel!’ *D—u such a Colonel !' 
and made ail sorts of fun of him. A tew 
of them, to ‘show oil’ to the* others, got be­ 
hind bis back and began sparring at bim; 
and, while one W?9 doing Ibis, another 
gave him such a push that made him hit 
Grunt a terrible blow between tbc shoul­ 
ders 
The General soon showed that they 
must not judge the officer by the uuifiirm, 
and, before he got through, the unruly fel­ 
lows felt much mortified.
